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TOO MUCH LAW. 


Rach meeting of the Legislature is 
regarded as little less than a calamity 
and the peuple expect it with dread. 
As a remedy for the evils that at pres- 
ent appear to be inseparable from our 
Legislative system the following sug- 
gestions are offered by the San Jose 
Weekly Mercury: 

No doubt we have too much legis- 
lation. Our Legislatures meet too fre- 
quently; our laws are too frequently 
changed and we have too many enact- 

- ments. 

There is great complaint of the con- 
trol which money exercises over law 
makers, and of the class legislation 
which is the result. How can all this 
be remedied? . 

First, let our Legislative bodies 
meet less frequently. Once in four 

ears is often enough. Make our Leg- 
islators simply proposers of laws, in- 
stead of final law makers. Let them 
prepare laws for the final action of 
the people. ; 

Then their action not being final 
would not be purchasable. Let every 
bill. which obtains a majority vote of 
the Legislature be submitted to the 
people for their approval—if local, by 
the people of the locality affected—if 

eneral, by the people at large. If a 
aw meets with the approval of the 
people let it be signed by the Gover. 
ner and proclaimed by the Secretary 
of State. This would have two good 
effects. 

It would prevent hasty, ill-consid— 
ered and dishonest legislation. It 
would also make the whole people ac- 
quainted with the laws. It would also 
bring home to the voter a sense of his 
responsibility as a citizen by making 
him a sovereign legislator. It would 
make the people themselves their own 
law makers and they would have no 
one to growl against but themselves 
if they were bad laws. If there was 
any dishonest legislation it would be 
because the people themselves were 
dishonest. 

This would involve largely increased 


expense in legislating, as all the laws: 


would require to be circulated among 
the whole people, which would involve 
great outlay in printing, but it would 
prevent any amount of thieving jobs 
and plundering schemes which are now 
rushed through Legislatures in their 
closing hours under the influence of 
money and the party whip and spur. 

Our Government is not yet perfect, 
but is capable of being made so as fast 
as we become wise and honest enough 
to do it. 

In addition to the foregoing it ought 
to be considered that at present the 
men best qualified to make good laws 
cannot be induced to go to the Legis 
lature, and their wisdom and virtue 
are of no avail for the public service; 
if the proposed method were adopted 
the advice of these men, as well as 
their votes, would be brought to bear 
directly on the enactment of laws and 
the result could hardly fail of produc- 
ing very great improvement. The 

resent method of making laws has 

oaded down the statute books with a 
vast mass of enactments, many of them 
at variance with each other, and so 
jumbled and confused that even the 
courts cannot understand them: as is 
proven eaery day by the rendering of 
conflicting decisions and the dissenting 
opinions of Judges sitting on the same 
‘Supreme Bench. To the majority of 
the people the law books are almost as 
little known as are the sacred books 
of the Hindoos. 

The fact that such a remedy has 
been suggested is one sort of evidence 

- that our legislation is an evil in our 
form of government that calls for a 
remedy. The gross mass of our legis- 
lation is of a class or special charae— 
ter, and invulves favoritism, influence, 
contrivance, safrangement and log- 
ro!ling—all that is evil in a law- 
abiding community. The log-rolling, 
lobbying element is already congre- 
gating in Carson for the harvest of 


favoritism. 


THE DEAD AT ARLINGTON. 


The action of the Government 
through its judicial branch, investing 
again the title of the Arlington estate 
in the Lee family, is right, but, says 
the Salt Lake Tribune, Lee family or 
no Lee family, the graves of the dead 
soldiers, buried there, must not be 
left to the gentle treatment of any de- 
scendant of Robert E. Lee. It is an 
old estate, and doubtless has a value 
to the Lees ten times as great as its in- 
trinsic worth. The right thing to do 
is not to haggle about the price. Let 
the Government pay whatever may be 
asked, whether it be ten or a hundred 


times the value of the land. The 


amount does not matter; but the dead 
ae eer nee ber toe graven: 


by the simple act of incorporating, 
making a survey and paying in a trifle 
of the proposed cost of the road, ac- 
quire the right to run a road through 
any gentleman’s front yard between 
the house and gate, and to hold the 
land forever by simply paying what the 
land would be worth as a garden 
patch; then surely there is power 
enough in the Government to protect 
the spots where the bodies of the men 
lie who died for their country. The 
Northern people are very sensitive on 
this question. They would prefer to 
have the land paid ror, rather than to 
have it said the title was secured by a 
trick; they want the Government to 
take no advantages; they do not want 
the rules to apply which would apply 
in any other country except our own; 
but they want the resting place of 
theic dead heroes protected, and it 
will bea sorry day for any party io 
this country to ever neglect to attend 


to the duty.

THE PASSION PLAY. 


It Will be Produced in Spite of 
Opposition. 
New York, Dec. 16. 


The churches are again denouncing 
the ‘Passion Play.” The Jewish 
Messenger says there is positively no 
demand, as there is no necessity, for 
its presentation, and the exhibition 
may do positive injury in a way prob- 
ably not imagined, without adding 
any treasure to its author’s coffers. 


If, despite the objection of the press 
and the better portion of the public, 
he insists on producing the play, the 
best form of rebuke will be for 
all people to refrain from patron- 
izing him. There is no danger, 
however, that it willjfail to draw. 
Crowds will flock to it, just as crowds 
flock to see Mrs. Lanytry, out of mere 
curiosity. Salmi Morse’s theatre is 
nearly completed. His leading actors 
are all engaged and his chorus is in 
rehearsal. Whose money is invested 
in the enterprise 1s a profound secret 
—not Morse’s, for he has none; but 
somewhere or gther he has secured 
the backing of plenty of capi- 
tal. He also _ fortified himself 
with legal opinions to the effect 
that the production of the ‘‘pas- 
sion play” cannot be stopped. If the 
authorities act on the advice of the 
press and pulpit and try to stop it, he 
intends to fight the matter in the 
courts. The World says Morse ‘‘reck- 
oned without his host” when he con- 
cluded that the authorities could not 
stop his show. If he does carry his 
point, the rather curious spectacle 
will be presented of an _ unique 
entertainment revolting to the re- 
ligious sentiment of the community, 
produced at great expense in a build- 
ing specially erected for it, contrary 
to the wishes of the authorities, press, 
pulpit and the best classes of society. 
It is reported that an order will be 
read in all the churches prohibiting 
members from attending the spectacle. 
The actors in the play are all mad be- 
cause they can get no contracts signed. 


MURDERED, 

How Two Cowardly Ruffians Par- 

sued and Shot a Father and Son. 

.  GRACEVILLE, Minn., Dec. 15. 
John Callaghan, having been on a 
long spree, was being taken home by 
his son, 12 years of age, when Marshal 
Noonan tried to arrest Callaghan. A 


blacksmith named Morris interfered 
and the father and son drove away 
during the row that followed. They 
were pursued and four shots fired at 
them, The father was killed instant- 
ly and two shots penetrating the body 
of the boy caused fatal injuries. The 
crowd, attracted by outcries, found 
Noonan and Morris clinching and each 
charging the other with the murder. 
Both were arrested. The citizens were 
so excited that if it had been known 
which was guilty they would have 
lynched him. The boy on giving his 
supposed dying statemegt said he be- 
lieved Noonan did the d@hooting, but 
would not swear to it. There is no 
positive evidence against the murder- 
ers, though several arrests have been 
made. 


Whisky Men Asking for Republi- 
can Assistance. 
WasuHireTon, Dec. 16. 

Congress is being strongly urged to 
extend the bonded period for spirits. 
Telegrams and petitions are received 
from all parts of the country. Whisky 
men are low-spirited, though working 
earnestly, but the result ot last Fall’s 
elections and their agency in it does 
not gain them any Republican friends. 
Republicans declare that whisky- 
money lost them forty Congressional 
Districts, and now they are asking Re- 
publicans to help them, and are evi- 
dently much embarrassed. Senator 
Sherman thinks the period may be 
extended two years, and with this 
whisky men will have to be satisfied. 
Others concur in this view. 


Trifling With the Law. 
Cuicaao, Dec. 16. 

General Stiles, attorney in a case 
before the Superior Court here, by 
means of a challenge of the jury for 
irregularity, developed the fact that 
the provisions of law for selecting a 
jury are utterly disregarded in Cook 
county.

The Board of City Fire ‘Trustees 
have taken a step in the right direc- 
tion. The last two fires clearly dem- 
onstrated the fact that the department 
did not have hose é¢nough to success 
fully fight a fire at any great distance 
from a cistern, and last night they 
ordered 500 feet more, The depart- 
ment proper has only 1,600 feet, 
divided between the two companies, 
while the old ‘‘ 48 ” had 300 more be- 
longing to that branch. In addition 
to ordering the extra hose the Trus- 
tees are now completing a piece of 
work that will make the 

RENO FIRE DEPARTMENT

Fourth street near Jno. Sunderland’s 
residence, one at Beemert’s corner, and 
one on Ralston street near H. H. Hig- 
gins’ residence. 3

In addition to the work done by the 
Trustees the citizens have taken hold 
of the matter and will ask the C. P.

her former post. Railroad men say 
that a regular yard engine is needed 
here, and it is proposed to get up a 
petition to the Central Pacific man- 
agement for the return of ‘‘old 48.” 
Had she been here during the past 
week, the effectiveness of our fire de- 
partment would have been nearly 
doubled. She can throw two large 
streams of water to a considerable dis- 
tance, and isavaluable auxiliary in 
time of pressing necessity. The rail- 
road track runs near three reservoirs 
in town and can draw water from the 
Eoglish ditch above town when 
needed. It ie to be hoped that the 
petition will receive a favorable re- 
sponse.

Horn Silver in Sandstone. 

A prospector last night came in 
from Luning, on the Carson & Colorado 
road, where he has been prospecting 
for some mosths, bringing. with him 
samples of ore that are astonishingly 
rich. He had about 100 pounds of 
samples, showing bunches of black 
sulphurets, and others of horo and 
ruby silver. He has sold a quantity 
—about two and a half tons—of the 
former kind of ore to the agent of the 
Melrose Reduction Works for $1,200 
cash. The samples containing the 
horn silver are sandstone —nothing else 
—from a large reef about 20 miles east 
from Luning. It is not an entirely 
new feature in mineralogy, but is sel- 
dom met with in this section of Nevada, 
though found in Southern Utah.

The 
contract for building the road has 
been given to Yerrington & Co., and 
will cost $30,000. It will be about 15 
miles long, and pass through a min- 
eral Country possessing great promise. 
There are many good prospects in that 
vicinity that will develope into valua 
ble mines. Old miners think that it 
is one of the best districts on the 
coast. It is certain that it shows im- 
mense quantities of ore that will prob- 
ably average $40 per ton, which is 
good enough for anybody who has 
money enough to start work properly.
